injured, some fatally. 


The round house and nearby build- 


ings are shattered. The bodies of the 
victims were blown to atoms, and are 
being gathered up in baskets. 


The police declare the disaster will

Leaders of the 
strike indignantly 


deny that their men are concerned in 
the disaster in any way and say it 
is the result of green men on the jobs. 
Police are positive in their statements 
however and declare v/hen the result 
of their investigations are known, the 
country will again be shaken by
